Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6-8 of the Remarks page, filed 07/22/2009, 
with respect to claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-8 and 10 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art of record considered as a whole (either alone or in combination) fails to teach 
or suggest: 

An optical data storage medium for recording and reading by focused radiation beam 
entering the medium through a first radiation beam entrance face, said medium having 
at least a first substrate with on at least one side of the first substrate: a first layer stack, 
comprising a first information layer, a second layer stack, comprising a second 
information layer, a first transparent spacer layer between the first layer stack and the 
second layer stack, wherein the first information layer is one selected from the group of 
types consisting of a read only layer and a write once layer, and wherein the second 
information layer is one selected from the group of types consisting of a read only layer, 
a write once layer and a rewritable layer, and that the type of the first information layer is 
different from the type of the second information layer, a third layer stack, comprising a 
third information layer selected from the group consisting of a read only layer and a

write once layer, a fourth layer stack, comprising a fourth information layer selected 
from the group consisting of a read only layer, a write once layer and a rewritable layer, 
a second transparent spacer layer between the third layer stack and the fourth layer 
stack, and that the type of the third information layer is different from the type of the 
fourth information layer, wherein an effective reflection level of the stacks is at least 0.04 
at a radiation beam wavelength of approximately 405 nm.
